Description of Church (St Catherine & St Chad) 


The church, in Edison Road, Beechdale Estate, was built by 1962 (as the Roman 
Catholic church of St Catherine), [From 1970 it was also used shared by the 
congregation of St Chad]. It was refurbished in 1995 to make it more suitable for a 
joint congregation]

The mission church of St John, in Leamore, was built by 1883 and rebuilt in 1931. It 
was demolished in 1967. see separate entry 


The mission church of St Mary, in Coalpool, was built by 1892. It was closed in 1965 
and demolished in 1970. 


The mission church of St Chad, in Beechdale, was built by 1958.
